Please refer to ray letter of March. 17th 
regarding your request for copies of certain 
spectrographic film, plates. 

Pursuant to your request, re have prepared 
photographic copies of three spectrograph! c plates and 
three pages of notes -which will identify specimens 
on each photographic copy. ' These plates contain 
spactrogr aphic analysis of Ql » 02 , 03 , 04 . Q5 , 09 , QI4 , 
and Q15. According to records available, there was 
no specfrographic anamination of 03 , 

.As you are no doubt aware, substantial time was 
consumed in the reproduction of these plates. Inasmuch 
as our Laboratory Division does not regularly perform 
these processes, we thought perhaps charging you the 
Government's direct, cost of such services and materials 
would be higher than the equivalent service at the 
commercial rate. Consultation with a commercial firm 
indicated the reproduction of these specfrographic plates 
could he performed for fifty dollars par plate. Also, 
our Laboratory Division ernrnined records for the purpose 
of screening out records in accordance with your request 
for a charge of 711.25. 

Because we believe the commercial rate in 
this matter is lower and more equitable than the
